Th* resolutions brought forward by the 
^ov eminent relative la the Corn Lows 
wns rend to tha House of Coinaion. for 
tho first time on tin Slh Fttmicny, Imtl 
Ilia .Ml founded thereon wsi not read tlie 
ttsN time nnd passed before the 3rd 
April. Tim Lords' assent was «ven on 
tho 2 fllh. 

The changes in tho Tariff were not 
brought und-r the ipeciol attention of Ills 
House umit the month of Mnj, and the bill 
which w» butr) thereon 111 riot carried 
(ill tilt tttnrjicnceiiitai of July. 

The Property and Income Tti raiolu. 
tionn were introduced on the 1 Sell March ; 
die bill wai prevented in April, passed in 
May, unit roceieac] li* roysi assent 011 tlie 
nth Juno. 

Tliesc'stan tht threw ontntures on which 
ilit government of Sir Hubert Feel an- 
nounced iti inttntlm to (tend or full. 
During the count of the debates to which 
tlicj litre led, rarious amendments of 
secondary nature h»t* been iutrud uteri, 
and earns real improvemcota adopted ; 
but the general principle of iho whole of 
lb™ have bean maintained. 1 

The Poor Law Continuance and 
Amendment Bill was the nest event mea- 
sure of the government. With reference 
to tide Bill, the government has been 
manifestly drfealcd, lincc no portion ot it 
hni pnseed einpt the cIriisc for continu 
iog the ' powers of tha eommiasiomers for 
tht period of fire yean. The wuole of the 
(juestiona, at ence so numeroua ojid im- 
portant, inrolrail in this tjill, have been, 
therefore, adjourned Id) tho next session 
of Parliament. To no measure brought 
forward by the goTeromcnt ymt so^deldr- 
inincd mi opposition offered aa to thii 
bill not til at the numbers who opposed 
ita progress were consiJcrnllr, but they 
wen Eonrineedof the necessity for resist- 
ance, nnd were bound togetber to tidic 
eTcry proceeding which the forms of the' 
House would aflmit of to secure the rejec- 
tion of the measure. The delays they 
obtained, by motions foe adjourn men t, 
pntSy effected their purpose ; and when 
the mcojuTo shall ngitin be considered, ?nri- 
»'« nro the nmendoicuts and changes 
which will be proposed. 

A Bill for flic Better Prevention of Bri- 
bery, introduced by Lord John jlnsscll, 
nnd supported by the gof ernmeot, oxperi- 
encedontjapartiid ana ineffectual oppo- 
sition. ItisanespeninEiitofsomovnlue, 
but it is only nn ciucrirnent, The noble 
author of the bill does not hope that lie 
ahall succeed by it in wholly putting 
atop to the offence i hut ita practice will 
he rendered at least less glaring, disgusting, 
nnd degrading, as has aincc been demon- 



" in the cases of Ipswich, Notting- 
ham, and other new elections. 

The Munticipid Corporations Bill, for 
eiphiit he and emending an not relative to 
municipal corporatione in England and 
"SVnles, will one of those measures of de- 
tail nnd of attention to existing evils, 
rthich raised 11a particular clamour, and 
00 direct party opposition, 

"The forged JSxchequer Bills' Dili" 
wis a rafiiort tendered ueettsary by the 
frauds of Mr. Beaumont Smith, and of bis 
co.pnrtner in crime, Mr. rtnpallo. The 
bill instituted a oammiuioii ; the 
aieu has made its report; and during Kit 
session mint he decided what it to be the 
fnle of ilie koldenof Die forged Eachei|uer 
Hills, diatingniahius;, of course, between 
lliose who held them when slopped in the 
ordinary ond accustomed course of busi- 
Hcua, and thoae who enuld nut hut have 
SuapeeterJ that their large and ftcqueot 
tmiisnetioiie with Ih* guilty parties were 
h^scj in fraud, if not In forgery. No 
cither general rule can be adapted respect- 
ing the claimants," and whilst justice must 
he done ro thqag who are renlly deceived 
by the conduct of a government agent, 
justice roust likewise he done to the lis- 
chequer, nnd none mutt, be reimbittscd 
Alia uere eTidently aware that "there was 
anmethins; rotten iu the state of Hi 
pi ark." 

The bonded Corn BUI, liy which corn in 
nond was act free uf the new lower rate of 
duties, was a measure which met with 
butlitllo opposition. It was so necessary 
And just a consequence of the first and 
greater menture, that not only ail those 
who had voted for the former measure 
Approved the latter, hut even many- who 
voied again it tha former supported this 
bill. 

A bill for enabling her Majesty to grant 
Furlough Allowances to the liishops of 
ijalcuita, Madraa, and Bombay, so as to 
enable (hem to proceed homewards wliott 
[heir health might require audi a proceed- 
ing, nllrnctKl but little attention 1 and a 
bill fur providing for the Bishops ill 
.fmiiilica, Barbados*, end the Leeward 
Ulcftj iTrtu passed without difficulty. The 
reception which these hills met with may 
paiiinlLy be attributed to the fact that the 
gun eminent declined this year to bring 
inrivBrd the subject of Clinch Extension, 
elthtjttgh urged to do 90 by its warmest 
pailiiinicntery supporters, by some efilic 
hielui|tS) by its own literary, political, and 
1 ■ I'lcss. Pot it WH9 got even till 
towards the close of the eession, that Sir 
ll'jbcrt could be induced to declare 
thai nett yesr lie would be prepared to 
submit some distinctive measure ou this 
yrthje^t. Tliia Lino of proceeding on his 
jinrt hiiiuced many Whig members to 
withdraw their accnatOKICCi Opposition la 
government grants pf an rcclcsinslical ciia- 
titcler j but irlicb'itMrte (hey w W ld pot 



luvr* Wolntaincol litd any iden been ffitfiv 
laiued by them that grants Tot church cs- 
fensiou wcrt not abandoned, but merelv 
sdjouriicd. 

The treaty between Grcnt li ri lain, 
Austria, France, Prussia, nnd llussin, for 
the suppression of [he African slave Irndo, 
led to a Bill for carrying [hat moat impor- 
tant measure into execution. We uiny, 
indeed, eongraLiilnlc the friends of hu- 
manity 011 this splendid triumph. Die re- 
sult of lone; negotiations, curried 011 with 
wisdom, prudence, care, and firmness 
The Bill for ratifying a similnr treaty be- 
tween Ittr Mnjesly mid the republic of 
Bolivia, is also n source of gratification [0 
every enlightened mind. 

The state of theChiirch of Scatlmitl was 
specially brought render. Ilia consideration 
of the House, not, indeed, in Ilie form of n 
"Bill," but of n motion made by Mr. 
Alexander Campbell " for the appointment 
of a select committee to consider the con- 
secution anil principles of tho Church of 
Scotland, and to enquire into Ihc cniises of 
tho colisiou between the Supreme Court of 
that Chinch mitl [he Supreme Civil Courts, 
and to report their observations there upon 
to the House." This proposition was re- 
jected by l.li) ngainsl (i2. That decision 
left the Church of Scotland ijucstion un- 
decided. It remains so still. The As- 
sembly will nut yield. The Civil Conrls 
cannot alter their decisions. The highest 
liibuuai of the land bus ratified them, nnd 
yet obedience is refused with ns much zenl 
nnii resolution as ever. 

A Sill to amend Ml Alt to render cer- 
tain marriages valid, nnd to alter [he law 
wiih respect lo cettniu voidulile mar- 
riages, nnd to define the prohibited de- 
grees of nuinity, was introduced be Lord 
Francis Efrcrtou to the notice if the 
FIousc, The measure was brought for- 
ward to validate ccrliiio mnrringes or wi- 
dowers with (ho sisters of their departed 
wives, nnd to tidmit of such connexions 
for the future. The supporters of the 
measure were numerous, but it was re- 
jected by n majority of 123 to 100, on 
the ground that, although evils existed 
which the lijll would remedy, grrmler 
moral evils would be engendered by its 
adoption. The (picstion that remains 
open, stueea majority of 2:t is not suffi- 
ciently largo to he hunl in its character. 

A Hill for the better regulation of rail- 
ways was called for by the public voice, 
and has obtnined, iu nearly nil respects, 
public approbation. 

The Lunatic Asylum Inspection Bill 
was a measure of humanity, which eovdd 
not but be especially approved by all who 
sym]iatiiisc with the poor, nnd who com- 
miserate the cases of all who ate un- 
happily deprived of their reason, 

Of a similar character was the just nnd 
well-principled measure of Lord Stanley, 
; r rot regulating the carriage of passengers 
in merchant vessels lo our Colonics." 
The eosca of heartless Tjriitnilty, ami of 
scaudnloiiK frauds, had become ao nu- 
merous, that legislature was tiiitlsrioiussblc. 
Want of suitable accommodation for cini- 
grnnts mi hoard tho vessel 1, insuffieignl 
and bad food, inattention lo the health af 
the pnsjongors, want of medical nttend- 
ance, nnd a total disregard to the original 
engagements and stipulations made with 
the- emigrants, were some of tlie evils 
which lud tn be provided against, and 
which bare been met by this bill. 

Pew measures have attracted more of 
tlie attention D f the House Hint "The 
Designs Copyright Bill." During lite 
whole of (he session petitions have been 
presented, and discussions have taken 
place. Interests have been so opposed — 
the seal and perseverance of some parties 
nit of (lit licuse for furthering on (he 
one hand, and for opposing or .unending 
tlie bill on tho Dther, have been so great. 
Hint those only who hevo been somewhat 
behind 1 lie seeties can form any idea of the 
importance which has been attached to the 
measure, or of the canvassing which has 
been going 011 both within end without 
the Ilonse, 

The Sudbury Disfnineliisemeiit Bill 
was a measure of public justice and prin- 
ciple, Tl uf-s not to be endured that 
seats were to be sold at noon-day, as was 
long the case in that most coiiopt and 
characterless borough. Before thepnssing 
the Reform Bill the out-voters of this 
place lived during a great portion of Iho 
year on the private resources of their sit- 
ting members ; and when money was by 
them withheld they were exposed to every 
description of insolence and extortion, 
After the psssiug of that measure, corrup- 
tion was confined to the borough itself ; 
and tho committee, which esnminnd into 
the whole oi the subject, reportsd so 
fully end clearly rela'LEvc to the ebnracler 
and proceedings of the tlcctora, that dis- 
franchisement became indispensable, Tito 
opposition which tlie measure has since 
met in ihc House of Lords reflects no 
credit 011 those who have instituted, or on 
those who have supported it. 

A motion mode by Mr. Thomas Bun- 
combe, for n select committee to intra ire 
into tho administration of relief to the 
poor under Gilbert's Act, was rejected by 
l"> tK-!r. Tli at rejection, which was un- 
called for and absurd, whs one of the rea- 
sons which subsequently led to tbn opjio- 
sitton made lo the Poor Law Amendment 
nnd Continuance Bill, 

A similar fate awniied the proposition 
of Sir C, Napier, who wished it to be de- 
clared by the Ilonse that in tha future 
construction of tho Board of Admiralty 
the advantage of baviog it composed of 
naval officers should bo considered, as 
well ns of nuaial oflleci' Imving aseatat the 
Board of Ordnance. This proposition 
was so intelligible, so palpably just, nnd 
so essentially wise, as well ns respectful 
and moderate, that its rejection can only 
berxcuscd on the ground that ita adoption 
would appear to interfere with the royal 
prerogative of nomination to all govern- 
ment offices. 

The Bill to Assimiiafe the Law iu Ire- 
land, ns to PnnishmcutofDcatlifor crimes 
committed iu that country, to the law us 
it exists in Englnnd, wus a measure calcu- 
lated to diminish the sentiment which so 
generally exists in the former part of the 
British dominions, [lint there is one class 
uf laws uinde for Great Britain ami another 
(be Ireland, Unfortunately (lie past his- 
tory of that country lias too sadly con- 
firmed the correctness of ihr feeling which 
exist! ; but the nionsitres of iho last fifteen 
years, taken with reference to the Irish, 
must have in sonic measure diminished the 
resentment which the former conduct of 
the English government towards them 
could not Ml to have engendered. 

The motiou fur a rclbrm of Parliament, 
ntadely Mr. Sliarmno Crawford, obtained 
but little support, Tlie disclosures sub- 
sequently made before the election com- 
promises committee were not then gene- 
rally known, and the proposal Iras rejected 
by n jjni ti si 07 iu its favour.. In like 
manner the Chartist petition, presented 
by Mr. Thomas Duneoinbe, in favour of 
Chnrlism rtud Universal Suffrage, entitled 
"The Nalinnnl I'etitioii," led to no con- 
clusion, except that a motion for hearing 
the petitioners, by their counsel, .nt the 
bet of the House, to rejected by n ma- 



jority of 2S" agninsi 4 a , Undoubtedly 
much respectful attention war paid by the 
House to this so-called " national jieti- 
liuu," and iu presentation may lend to 
the future development of the principle! 
of Chartism. But tlie recent events in 
the English northern nutl midland eo un- 
ties, wlicie insurrection has liecn en- 
couraged and applauded by the Chartist 
lenders, will rc-nct niost powerfully ngaiust 
all 1 heir subsequent proceedings, 

Mr, ltocbiiet'^ election compromises 
committee, and the Hill lor Indemnifying 
[be Witnesses called before it, were to- 
gether lllc most anomalous procccdiiies- 
The votes of the House wcra iu vein 
sought for precedents. Nothing but the 
urgency or Lhc case, nnd the dtsgrsicc nnd 
dishonour into which the House of Coin- 
mans must have fallen if theto measures 
had not passed, could have induced Par- 
liament to sanction such prorcediae^s. 
They were wholly opposed to all the ordi- 
nary .principles of law, as established in 
this country, and yet this subversion was 
essential 10 the attainment of tin object. 
The result hns been more general thmi 
speeinl, ami the whole measure cniuuit fail 
to be useful in deterring others from full- 
nig into the same snares, ot from being 
guiityoftheEamcoCreiicci, Af iIkemuc time, 
the precedent established of indeninifviiig 
witnesses for speaking the whole truth is 
one which must be regretted, even though 
by that very means the truth has been 
ascertained. 

Tho proposed vote by ballot has been 
offered as the remedy for all the evils of 
[he present system of hribegy mid rjorrup- 
lion attendant on the election of members 
of tlie nuuse of Cotnmoiis ; but when this 
subject was discussed on the 21st of Jo ue, 
lhc majority decided by to 157 that 
[be ballot should* not be ndup[cd. 

A Bill for the nboli[ion of Clntreh Ibiics, 
introduced by Sir John Easthopu, was 
rejected by 1 K against BD, but returns of 
the amounts rained by Chnreli rates, 
through the whole country, subsequently 
moved for by the honourable member", 
were at once granted by (lie government. 
Ill vnin, however, were nttcutpts innde to 
prevnil on Sir Robert Peel to pledge him- 
self to tnkc up the Church rate question, 
with a view lo its final settlement. Peti- 
lious were presented durin K the whole 
ofllie session ngaiust the principle of the 
church rales ; but any arrangement does 
not at present nppcnr probable. 

Tho Newfoundland Bill has been viewed 
by some ns rui infringement 011 the rights 
and liberties of tin- inhabitants of that 
island but its temporary character, and 
the amendments introduced into the bill 
by those who understand the whole ques- 
tion, hnvo tended Materially to recoucile 
its opfiosci'5 to the measure, at well ns to 
alter tlia features of its originol character, 
as introduced by Lord Stanley, 

The Mines ond Collieries, B'ill was hailed 
by nil parties, except by a few mine pro- 
prietors, as a most benevolent and ctillcd- 
for proceeding. The facts which led to its 
prosenlntiou by Lord Ashley were so pal- 
pable nod disgusting, and tiio bill was so 
humane and eouside rule, that it was passed 
without much oxnuiianlioit by the House 
of Coininons. In the Uouso or Lords the 
opposition was 50 interested mid violent 
that it was with difficulty that, in 11 very 
modelled state, it was passed 3 anil unless 
iu s future session nsUjiplcmentaiyineasnre 
slinll be passed, iho evils which led to the 
preparation of the originol bill will only be 
linlfinet- Lord Ashley has wgn for him- 
self by [his, and by similar nieasui'cs, file 
Eovo and gratitude of the wbotc of tlie 
working classes of the country. In him 
they linve a sincere, intelligent, prudent, 
and hieli-prlneipliid i'-iend. 

Hie treaty with' ITayli, fur the sup- 
pression of the slave trade, and a similar 
treaty with the Argentine. Confederation, 
rendered bills necessary lo sanction llicse 
measures, to which 110 opposition was 
mined. 

The bill for the protection of her 
Majosly'sjiorsoi! was so evidently necessary, 
that although it revives one ofthc reiuuan'ts 
of our former batbnrous laws in the form 
of whipping, yet it was not to impossible 
to devise any other punishment applicable 
to the state of things whieli led to the in- 
troduction of this measure. All classes 
of her Majesty's subjects appear to have 
felt that something; was necessary to be 
done, aud that a milder law than the one 
passed could not have been welt imagined. 

Tlie Distress of the Working; Classes, 
brought under (lie consideration of the 
house In every possible and imaginary 
form, led to very long, interesting, null 
oil-re ponLcd debates, but no other result 
follewed than disappointment tit once to 
the sufferers tliemselrcs and to the de« 
bntcrs on llieir sorrows. The government 
toolt tha ground that they had no other 
relief to offer than the Corn Bill and the 
Tariff, and that ns their operation must be 
slow, it would bo delusive and unjust 10 
bold out any otlicr expectations. 

"The Health of Towns Dill" nnd "The 
Primrose Hill Bill" arc both intimately 
connected with the hcidth and happiness 
of the mass of the population. In no 
civilised country has m littlo attention 
been paid as iu England to the amuse- 
ment, health, and recreation of the poorer 
classes. Let ns hope Hint these and 
similnr bills wiil speedily remove this slain, 
for it really is one, on -our national 
diameter, 

" The Ilankrnplny Law Amendment 
Bill" is a measura of vast Importance. 
The state of [lie larc between debtor ond! 
creditor is now better understood, nnd is 
more attended to, than perhaps at any 
former period of our history. To Lords 
Brougham, Lyndhurst, and Cottenhnm," 
the whole country is indebted for their 
vast and preparatory labours, nnd although 
at present the bills hifrodiiocd, but not 
passed, arc only preparatory, still they 
tin™ been of grcnt value as tending to 
prepare the public mind for subsequent 
discussion, and for final end general 
measures, 

Tho last measure to winch we shall call 
attention lo-day, ns the work of the Info 
session, is tlie measure of justice su tardily 
rendered to Hie memories of Admiral Lord 
Exmnuth, Admiral dc &lllnlliCj, and Ad- 
miral Sir Sydney Smith, by an address to 
the crown ior the erection of suifniile pub- 
lic monuments, Let us hope that uiese 
numutnciits will be alike honourable to tlie 
nriisls to whom they nay be entrusted, to 
the great and noble men whose deeds of 
valour they will perpetuate lo (lie ond of 
time, and to theconntry which, as mistress 
of [be seas, is specially called on tn honour 
those who hand down from generation to 
generation thnt well-caruod title of great- 
ness and power.
